Gov. D Wig tit Green 
Proclaims Dec. 7 as 
Day of Remembrance"

Governor Dwight II. Green has pro- 
claimed Moinday, Dec. 7, as Pearl" Har- 
bor Day, "not as a lioliday, but as a 
time of remcmbrau'cc." 

"December 7 marks -the close of the 
first year of our all-out war for Amer- 
ican idca.1s, American security, Amer- 
ican liberty," ihe Governor said in his 
proclamation. "Lei us, this day, re- 
membering thcAnierican iboys who al- 
ready liavc made the supreme sacri- 
fice, freshen our sense of duty and 
pledge ourselves anefw to redouble our 
efforts ib the great tasks that lie 
ahead." 

The State Council of Defense will 
meet in Chicago December 7, and in 
a radio broadcast will review the part 
Illinois has taken in the first year of 
war. The Governor, as chairman of 
the Council of Defense, asked local 
councils of defense and Illtnois citi- 
zens throughout the slate to observe 
the day appropriately. . 
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Policy Needed — Not Czar 

sharply criticizing the activity, or rather the inac- 
tivity, of the War Manpower Conimission which failed, 
after seven months, to establish a basic policy or pro- 
:gram for meeting its increasing problems, the special 
Senate (Truman) investigating committee made . some 
proposals of its own. 

For one thing, the committee recommended length- 
ening the basic vrork week to at least forty-eight hours 
as against the present national average of forty-two and 
a half. Overtime wages in war industry, where the 
government buys the products, the conunitttee pro- 
posed should be paid in war bonds, cashable only after 
the war or usable during hostilities for payment of Fed- 
eral taxes. 

The commictee report also suggested that the 
iorty-hour week in non-war industry be suspended as 
"*'a possble answer" co the several labor shortage there. 



"Acre* of Diamonds" ' 

Sharp dissension is developing in Congress over the 
administration's proposal to import labor. One group 
1 contends that because of the manpower shortage it is 
necessary to import a minimum of 100,000 workers. 

The other group declares that our existing manpower 
resources are not being fully and cfiicicntly utilized and 
that no foreign workers should be brought into this 
country until we have exhausted all of the domestic labor 
reserve. Furthermore, they contend that the proper al- 
location of manpower will eliminate any necessity for 
■importing workers. 

The War Manpower Commission cooperating with the 
State Department has discussed with four governments, 
plans for importing workers. The discussions involved 
the importation of up to 50,000 Mexicans, 10,000 lab- 
orers from Cub.i, as many workers as available from 
Puerto lUco, and JO, 000 negro laborers from the Ba- 
hama Islands.

Smashins V- S. Victory 

Americans had scarcely receive:! 
the news of the brilliant neval^ v.c- 
tory in the Solomons whicH '^-jve 
the Japs back reellrg with ^- -^ .ps 
sunk and 30,000 sailors and soldiers 
drowned, when additionai reports 
were forthcomiiiR on the sinking of 
five enemy warships. The second 
action was the' concluding part of a 
great tliree-day cngasement which 
routed the Jap fleet from the Guad- 
alcanal area. 

Shrewd and resourceful Vice Ad- 
miral William F. Halsey, command- 
-er of the American forces, emerged 
from the battle as one of the out- 
standing heroes of the war, for it 
was his audacity and pluck in the 
face of superior Japanese forces 
that won a smashing three-day vic- 
tory. 

Jap ship losses in" the slugging 
encounter included one battleship, 
three heavy cruisers, two light cruis- 
ers, fiv2 destroyers and eight troop- 
laden transports sunk; four cargo

The Nazi threat to the Caucasus 
mountain passes and the Grozny oil 
fields was lifted when the Russians 
staged a fierce counter attack in the 
Ordzhonikidze area which resulted 
in the annihilation of 5,000 German 
troops and the capture of 140 Ger- 
man tanks, 70 field guns, 2,350 army 
trucks and 1,000,000 rounds of am- 
munition.

ROOSEVELT: 

War's 'Turning Point* 

American victories In the Solo- 
mons and in North Africa might well 
be hailed as an apparent turning 
point in the war. President Roose- 
velt declared. But, he warned the 
American, people, there Is time only 
for working and fighting, none for 
exaltation. 

The President coupled his analy- 
sis of recent military events with 
a rebuke to critics of the govern- 
ment's war and international poli- 
cies, who speak "either out of ig- 
norance or out of political bias." 

Declaring that he had made a 
constant effort to keep politics out 
of the fighting of the war, Mr. Roose- 
velt pleaded guilty, however, to hav- 
ing permitted pressure to disclose 
the sinking of an American aircraft 
carrier 10 days before the Novem- 
ber elections. He said he had real- 
ized that "if the news, of the sink- 
ing had been given out two or three 
weeks later, it would be publicly 
cliarged that this news had been 
suppressed by me until after the 
election."

The OPA order did not af- 
fect the Middle West, where ration- 
ing had been scheduled for Decem- 
ber 1.

The major part of the sea action 
was fought directly of! Guadalcanal 
island, which the Japs approached 
with three strong fleet task forces 
intent on cITccting a landing that 
would dislodge the heroic American 
defenders. One of the decisive ele- 
ments in the battle was the daring 
of American surface units in steam- 
ing directly between the lines of the 
Jap columns, firing broadsides in 
both directions. In this phase Rear 
Adm. Daniel J. Collaghan, former 
naval aide of President Roosevelt, 
was killed in action. 

While the navy rejoiced in its tri- 
umph, it accorded full credit to Gen- 
eral MacArthur's aircraft which had 
originally spotted the Jap concen- 
trations and made repeated bomb- 
': , ing attacks on the enemy shipping. 

NEW GUINEA: 
Jap Dunkirk? 

steadily the jaws of the Austral- 
ian-American trap had closed on 
the strategic Jap-held port of Buna 
in New Guinea. 
■'-QtVjH^igniflcanl of the importance of 
the New Guinea drive to dislodge 
the Japs was the presence In the 
field of Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 
While his land forces converged on 
the enemy positions, MacArthur's 
bombers had fanned out for wide- 
spread aerial activities. On their 
calling list besides Buna were ene- 
my installations at Lae and Sala- 
maus. 

The critical plight of the Jap gar- 
rison at Buna was emphasized by 
the arrival of eight enemy warships 
In the vicinity. In a grim game of 
hide-and-seek that ensued between 
American Flying Fortresses and the 



stalemate, with German aUnnk? 
beaten ofT by the stout-hearted Rus- 
sian defenders. Tlie industrial cityV 
factory area was the principal tar 
get of the Nazis* ofTort to gain a 
firm foothold in this strategic Volga 
metropolis. 

NORTH AFRICA: 

3'Pronged Pincer 

What was left of the tottering Axis 
empire in North Africa had drawn 
closer around Tripoli, as Allied 
forces menaced it from the east, the 
west and south, while the Meditorra 
nean on the north had fast become 
a lake dominated by United Nations 
air and sea power. 

From the east, Gen. Montgom 
cry's Eighth British armyhad swopi 
through Libya In pursuit of Mar- 
shal r^ommel's battered Afrlka 
Korps. From the west American 
and British forces had poured into 
Tunisia, aided by units of Gen. Gi- 
raud's French North African army. 
From the South it was reported 
that 10,000 of the fighting French 
army, mechanized with American 
equipment, had struck northward 
from Lake Chad in French West 
Africa. 

Goal of the Anglo-British armies 
from the west hod boon strategic 
Bizerte in Tunisia sea-coast "spring- 
board" to southern Italy. British 
paratroops fiown in American planes 
had captured airfields deep in Tu- 
nisia, reports disclosed. The Mo- 
rocco raid described these para- 
troop operations as the largest ever 
carried out by air-borne troops. 

FRANCE: 

Laval Mask Off 

Pierre. Laval could now write his 
own ticket. Observers believed that 
ticket would be filled out with or- 
ders for greater French collabora- 
tion with the Axis. For when dod- 
dering Marshal Petain invested La- 
val with dictatorial power giving 
him the right "on his simple sig- 
nature alone to make laws" the im- 
mediate fate of continental France 
was in pro-Berlin hands.

one light cruiser and three destroy- 
ers. 

Given up for lost in the battle, the 
undaunted Boise later joined its 
companion ships after receiving 
shell hits In vulnerable places. In 
the engagement, the Boise fired 
more than 1,000 rounds of sbc-inch 
shells in 27 minutes.

The church is the greatest institu- 
Hion in all the world, with the niost 
widespread membership and influ- 
■ence. That is true from a purely 
:secular or worldly standpoint. Then 
•when we realize that here is more 
than a human organization, for it

Lifelong : residents of nearby

.sons to flght in World War I. The 
four came back safely, five more 
were called to serve In this war. 
The Clarks have 13 children. 

Mrs. Clark could not find a serv- 
ice flag big enough so she bought 
one with three stars and pasted on 
two silver stars for two of her sons 
who are overseas. 

Served In First War. 

Elmer, the oldest son, who would 
have been 50 this year, served 15 
months overseas in the first conflict. 
He was killed in a Willow Grove 
mine explosion several years ago 
^and is survived also by his widow. 

Harry, 47. was overseas for part 
of his 18 months in World War I. 
He is employed at the Willow Grove 
mine, as are all the others not in 
the service, and is married, with 
four children. 

Howard, 45, was in an army camp 
when the Armistice was signed. He 
is married and has one child. 

Albert, 44, was not called for 
World War I. Married, with four 
children, he was killed at work in 
the Powatan , mine. . 

Ross, 42. was at Camp Dix, N. J., 
In the first conflict. He Is married 
and has three children. 

William, 40, and unmarried, was 
the ninth son to enter the armed 
forces. 

Lester, 38, is married and has 
three children. He has not been 
called. 

Two Leave Together. 

Clarence, 36, and Herbert, 31, left 
together a month ago and both are 
stationed at Fort Leonard Wood, 
Mo. Clarence was a miner and 
Herbert worked on the family farm 
for his father. Both are single. 

Cale, 33, entered the army in 
March and is now in Alaska, where 
he became a corporal. He was 
named after Dr. C. H. Cale of Neffs, 
who delivered seven of the Clark 
children.

Major's Rocks Rout Japs 

MARINE HEADQUARTERS, SOL- 
OMON ISLANDS.— There are many 
reasons why the Japanese failed to 
recapture the Solomons in a deter- 
mined 48-hour assault by land, sea 
and air that started at sundown on 
September 12, but here is one in- 
stance of bravery, coolness and fast 
thinking that explains some of the 
"whys." 

Maj. Kenneth D. Bailey of Dan- 
ville, 111., whose unit ran out of 
hand grenades while in a front line 
position and had nothing left with 
which to blast the enemy from a 
clump of bushes, picked up a hand- 
ful of rocks and pitched them into 
the bushes. 

The frightened Japanese— believ- 
ing they were being attacked with 
delayed action shells— ran out in the 
open, where the marines mowed 
them down. 

Bailey, who sufTered a log wound 
August 7, twice was shot through 
the helmet, the bullets grazing his 
head. He killed the Jap who fired 
the shots from a distance of eight 
feet in the darkness.
